Asserts Money We e 
Britain Gave Oil Prestige. 


Suggests Legislation to Protect 
Fuel Resources.

NEW YORK, April 16.—The larg- 
est fleet of tank steamers under any

Ameritan requirements overseas 
must either be met on British terros 
or reflect the long hau! from the 
American or Mexican seaboards. .« 

“The fatal consequence of this 
handicap to our merchant marine 
is obvious,” he continced. “Hav- 
mitted advantage which Britain n 
enjoys is very recent acquisition a vi 
Was secured largely, if not entirely, 
Dy means of money lent by the 
United States government during the 
European war, the course of action 
to be followed is clearly indicated. 

“The United States government 
must secure for American nationals 
in British producing fields the same 
privilege of equal opportunity which 
it now extends to British nationals 
in American producing fields.

The State Supreme Court split 
three ways yesterday in deciding the 
matter of the disbarment of C. Vin- 
cent Riccardi, a San Francisco law- 
yer, who, a few years ago, was well 
known in this city. 

The record shows that Riccardi 
was convicted in San Francisco on 
a felony charge, and that the lower 
courts disbarred him from practice. 
He appealed to the First District 
Court of Appeal, where the matter 
is still pending. 

The majority of the court, Jus- 
tices Angellotti, Shaw, Wilbur and 
Kerrigan—the last named sitting 
for Justice Melvin—held that during 
the pendency of an appeal there is 
not such final action on conviction 
against the defendant as the law 
contemplates to justify his removal: 
in other words, that the disbarment 
proceedings should await the final 
action of the District Court of Ap-

According to the visitors, the mo- 
tion-picture industry in Japan will 
develop into one of the large busi- 
nesses of the empire. But at pres- 
ent the producers will not spend 
money for a production, the visi- 
tors say. In this country, they point 
out, many thousands of dollars are 
spent on a scene which will 2 
but a few feet of film. while in the 
Orient, pictures rarely more 
than $2000 to complete. It is the de- 
sire of the Japanese people for high- 
class pictures that prompted the vis- 
itors to come to this country. 

The company has a capitalization — 
of $50,000,000, and the pictures will 
be made on the American scale. 
Many of the most prominent Japa- 
hese actors had heretofore refused | 
to appear on the screen, but when 
the plans of the new organization 
became known, some of the most 
talented stars signed contracts. The | 
officers of the company state that 
with the installation of the new 
ideas, a complete reorganization wil! 
take place. 

Mr. Oda, whe is interested in the 
picture company, is owner of a large 
pulp paper plant in Japan. He left 
last night for San Francisco, and 
after.a brief stay there will go to 
New York, whee he will establish 


the country. 

The visitors are the guests . of 
Sessue Hayakawa at the various 
studios. They expect to return with 
the American film men on July 26.
